DEATH OF A R. N. PETTY OFFICER 
BY DROWNING. 


| EXQUEST. 

An Inquest was held at the Royal Naval 
Fospital this afternoon before the Coroner, 
©. ¥. Creagh, Eaq. and Messrs H. A. 
Ritchio, A, J. Gordon and H. B. Pelish- 
walla, as. jary, on the Dody of Joseph Orr, 
a Chict Petty Officer of the Royal Navy, 
whose body was found in the harbour yee- 
terday. 

Thomas Baird, an able seaman serving on 
board H.M.8. Vigilant, said:—1 knew the 
doconsed two years ago. He was employed 
in one of the launches belonging to tho 
Naval Yord. I Inst saw him at the Dock at 
Kowloon on Sunday evening the 4th. He 
was not sobor. He was only slightly ine- 
briated, but Iwasdrank. We had crossed 


over to Kowloon in # boat together at about 
ten minutes to 5. We went on board the 
Kestrel ond then went to the Docks where 
wo played billiards, About 7 o'clock we 
started to return. It was dark and we were 
by ourselves. We wanted to gota boat to 
return but missed our way. We wore walk- 
ing together arm in arm and walked over 
the sea wall into the water. The deceased 
was not nearly go drunk as I wns. I reool- 
leot after falling wo separated and J] beard 
| him gorenm. At that time I was away from 
him. I could not see him, it was too dark. 
I swam abont to look for him bat could not 
find him. I went to the wall and tried to 
climb up, but fell back overy time I tried. 
It was too stoop for me, In my struggles 
to get up I lost ™, strength and a dog came 
over after mo. It was e large black dog. 
He caught me by the breast of ry jumper 
and held me up, and with his assistance I 
came soross a haweer laid out from an iron 
ship to the dock. By aid of the hawser, 
and the dog still holding on, 1 managed to 
get to the steps at tho entrance to the right 
hand dock. ‘ho fright had portially sober- 
ed me then. One of tho coloured policemen 

ot me a boat and I got across to Peddar’s 

Vhorf. Ithen went on board my ship. I 
was in the water about twenty minutes. 1 
thought there was no hope for him when 1 
beard him scream, so did not report the 
matter to the people at tho dock. 

Tho Coroner remarked that on alarm 
should-have been given, as, even if ho had 
been twenty minutes in the water, he might 
have been restored with proper attention.
